This is How President J. K. MacDonald Char- 
acterizes Statement Heard in the East of the 


Spendthriftness of the West.

Calgary, Sept. 20.—J, K, MacDon- 
ald,, president of the Confederation 
Life association» of Canada, whose 
head offices are in Toronto, is spend- 
ing a few days in the city op an in- 

» Spection trip in the interests of his 
company. He is accompanied by his 
son, ©. 8. Macdonald, and Daniel Me- 
Donald, manager of the Winnipeg 
branch of the association, The party 
are stopping at Braemar Lodge, and 
will leave for the north to-day return- 
ing home by the C. N, R, from Kd- 
monton, 

“Your country shows a great im- 
provement every yoar T[ come out 
here,”’ remarked Mr. Macdonald, ‘In 
the east I had many reports on the 
condition of affairs during this har- 
vest time, and they were of such a/ 
contradictory nature thet T was really 

prepared for anything, and was most 
agreeably surprised when I looked 
over the country and found matters in 
such a flourishing condition, From 
Winnipeg [travelled south = all 
through the southern portion of Mani- 
toba, where my company has a lot of 
money laid out. IT found things in a 
most satisfaetory condition, Taking 
the Soo line from Estevan I then 
came up to Moose Jaw and in,places 
along the line one could hardly be- 
lieve one’s-eyes at the marvellous 
way the country has settled.” 

“Before I left Toronto,”’ continued 
Mr, Macdonald, ‘1 made up my mind 
that [ should go over the southern 
portion of Alberta thoroughly, and 
have a good look at the country, and 
I have spent several days at different 
towns, looking over the syrrounding 
country, and T always maintained al- 
ter my first trip through the west 
some years ago, that it was going to 
be a great country, and I must say 
now that 1 am more contirmed in that 
opinion than ever, 

“There is a certain amount of dam- 
age to the crops through the recent 
bad weather and the losses in some 
instanees will be heavy, but in the 
neighborhood of Claresholm, where | 
was yesterday, I saw some of the fin- 
est fall wheat 6ne could wish to have, 
and it was all-cut, I might say that 
it is the exception in the south coun- 
try where it is not cut. 

“The spring wheat that is standing 
looks very good, and will run easily 
over 20 bushels, but in some places 
where the storm has swept over it is 
flattened right down. In a few cases 
of this description I examined the 
heads and found the kernels perfectly 
free from frost, and the only loss that 
I can see fs in the cost of cutting it. 
It appears that nature provided for 
this by covering the heads of the 

Eirain with a wet snow that stuck, and 

~“kept the frost out. Of course in some 
instances, there will be a loss from 
the grain that was knoeked now, but 
I do not think it wi'l be as heavy as 
is generally estimated.

“money tied up in investments in for- 
eign countries, This is true to a cer- 
tain extent, as they have money in 
New York, but they absolutely have 
to put it out there in ease of emer- 
geney. For instance if they lend mon- 
ey in Canada, they cannot make a 
sudden call for it, as this would be 
disastrous, but in New York they have 
the eall loans, and this means that 
the money is at their command at an 
hour’s notice. It is not a case of get- 
ting the money in a day's notice; it 
must be so placed that it can be got 
in at an hour’s notice,” 

Mr. Macdonald was asked if he con- 
sidered the western people extrava- 
gant in the matter of buying autos, 
ete. In reply he stated that he con- 
sidered this a piece of twaddle, and 
stated that “the poor farmer's wife 
has a hard enough life as it is, and 
any luxury that can be afforded is 
remarkably cheap at the price. There 
is one matter that I do consider the 
western people are extravagant in, 
and this is in regard to machinery, 
When a man buys a binder or drill

out in this country, he does not trou- 
ble to put it away for the winter aiter 
the season is over, but leaves it on 
the spot where he finished with it, 
until he requires it in the following 
spring.

The proceedings were opened by the 
reading of the minutes of Wednesday

NEW MINT NEEDS | 
A COPPER SUPPLY, 


Money to be Made in Copper Smelter 
Binder Twine Inspectors no 
Longer Get Share of Seizure. } 


Ottawa, Ont., Sept. 20.--Though the 
new government mint is tobe opened 
at once the officials have not arrang- | 
ed as to where the mill will get their| 
copper supply. The superintendent 
today told the Western Associated | 
Press that he had been in communica; 
tion with a smelting firm at Trail, B. 
C., but copper (refined so as to be 
ready for minting) is in’ doubt there. 
In fact it is in doubt everywhere in 
Canada, though there is said to be 
good money in it for any that would 
start refining it. 

May Have to Buy in States. 

The officials expect to have to bring 
their electrolyplin copper from the 
United States, but would sooner get 
it from British Columbia smelter, 
Hr, Cleave explained this today, 
There no difficulty bringing it 
across the line, but the officials would 
naturally sooner buy in Canada if 
they can get it and as cheaply, It is 
thought they will be able to get the 
gold needed from British Columbia, 
and they have promise of silver ren- 
dered over 90 per cent. pure, a new 
process to come from Cobalt. 

Money in Copper Smelter.

SYNOPSIS OF 


HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS, 

Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the 
North-West Provinces, excepting 8&8 
and 26, not reserved, may be home 
steaded by any person the é6ole head 
of a family, or male over 18 years o/ 
age, to the extent of one-quarter sec 
tion, of 160 acres, more or less. 

Application for homestead entry 
plicant at the office of the local Agent 
or Sub-Agent. Entry by proxy may, 
however, be made on certain condi 
by the father, mother, 
daughter, brother, or sister of an in 
tending homesteader. 

An application for entry or inspec 
tion made personally at any Sub- 
agent’s office may be wired to the 
focal Agent by the Subagent, at the 
expense of the applicant, and if the 
jand applied tor is vacant on receipt 
of the telegram such application is 
to have priority and the land will be 
papers to} 


804, 


In case of “personation” the entry 
will be summarily cancelled and the 
applicant will forfeit all priority of 
claim. 

An application for inspection must | 
be made in person, The applicant 
inust be eligible for homestead entry, 
and only one application for inspec 
tion will be received from an indivi’ 
dual until that application has been 
disposed of. 

A homesteader whose entry is in 
good standing, and not liable to can- 
cellation, may, subject to approval of 
Department, relinquish it in favour 
of father, mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister, if eligible, but te 
no one else, on filing declaration o! 
abandonment. 

Where an entry is summarily can 
celled, or voluntarily abandoned, sub. 
sequent to institution of concellation 
proceedings, the applicant for inspec 
tion will be entitled to prior right of 
entry. 

Applicants for inspection must 
state in what particulars the home- 
cteader is in default, and if subse 
quently the statement is found to be 
incorrect in material particulars, the 
applicant will lose any prior right of 
re-entry, shous the land become 
vacant, or if entry has been granted 
it may be summarily cancelled, 

Duties.—A_ settler is required to 
perjorm the conditions under one of 
the following plans 

(i) At least six months’ residence

ATHLETES WHO ARE CRIPPLES. 


A Dilliardist with both arms gone, a 
champion boxer with a dislocated elbow, 
a pitcher who is shy two fingers, and 
erivcketer with only one leg, Sounds like 
fiction, doesn't it? 

The Armless billiardist is Albert Sut- 
ton. He has appeared all over the coun- 
try, he has played the best of the two- 
armed champions on even terms, and has 
only had to yield to them in the very 
front rank. 

As an exponent of the fancy shots, the 
kind of exposition that causés the aver- 
age lover of the game to hold up his 
hands in amazement that such things 
can be done, Sutton is second to no one 
Sutton has been playing for many years 
and yet he has only two stumps, beth 
arms being off above the elbow. It is 
worthy of note that he gets better all 
the time, 

When the Chicago Nationals won the 
championship last year a large part of 
the credit was given to Pitcher Brown. 
He was far and away the team's winn- 
ing pitcher, and with him on the slab 
there seemed no way the Cubs could lose 
Yet Brown is a mutilated athlete. He 
has only three fingers, or rather, two 
fingers and a thumb on his pitching 
hand, The first and second fingers he 
lost in an accident, 

Another ball player who is known all 
over the country, Bill Coughlin, the 
hard-working third baseman of the De- 
troit Americans, is minus one finger on 
his throwing hand, but. no one would 
ever know it from the way he plays the 
bag, 

Kill, who comes from the coal regions 
of Philadeiphia—Walkesbarre being his 
home—was a breaker boy before he dis- 
covered that baseball was his right call- 
ing, and he lost his finger in an acei- 
dent, which are all too common in that 
hard life. 

Kut even more remarkable in a base- 
ball way is Sam Griffith, the one-armed 
pitcher of Philadelphia, 

Sam lost his arm many years ago, yet 
with the right alone he has been able to 
earn an excellent iiving, He pitches 
with a motion somewhat similar to that 
used by Sam Leever, the noted Pittsburg 
twirler, who does very little with his 
left arm when winding up to let the ball 
go. 

Grittith can get considerable speed and 
has played in a number of semi-profes- 
sional teams in the vicinity of his home. 
Connie Mack, manager of the Philadel- 
phian Americans, champions of — 1/05, 
thought enough of Griffith to give him a 
trial, but the one-armed wonder was not 
quite fast enough for big league com: 
pany, 

The success of Battling Nelson in the 
ring has perhaps been more important 
than the work of any other boxer of re- 
cent years. He is one of the few good 
men developed in the last five years. 
From an unknown ‘town, Hegewisch, LIL, 
Nelson fought his way, beating man 
atter man, till he finally landed the 
championship by knocking out Jimmy 
Britt. Then he lost to the colored won- 
der, Joe Gans, on a foul after a fight of 
forty-three rounds, 

Nelson is Crippled. 

Sportsmen have backed Nelson and 
won big money on the outcome of his 
fights, Perhaps they would have been 
less willing to take chances they 
known that the battler is a virtual crip-

ple, Mis left arm was so injured at the 
elbow and is so stiffened that he ean- 
not straighten it out. This makes tt 


almost impossible for him to jab, for ne 
cannot deliver the straight left. But 
Nelson says that far from being a handi- 
cap, his crooked elbow is a help to him. 
It enables him to deliver a terrible blow 
at short range, and he can hike up the 
stiff left arm with as much energy as 
though he had it filled with cement at 
the elbow to prevent any give when he 
lands a blow, 

It is a noticeable feature of all Nelson's 
fights that he is always on the aggressive 
after his man, never ceasing the attack 
and preferring the milling at close range 
rather than at long distance, 

Useless at Distance. 

Phere is a reason for this. At long 
range that shortened left arm is virtu- 
ally of no use to him. It is only in 
Close that he can use it with effect. 
lience the reputation he has gained for 
aggressiveness is partly foreed on him 
by his damaged arm, 

Mngiand has a high class ‘cricketer, 
Lunt of the Knotty Ash cricket club, 
who is good enough to hold his place 
against the competition of athletes who 
have all the parts with which nature 
endows mankind, although he has only 
one leg. Mr. Lunt is only 30 years old 
and is extraordinarily strong in the arms 
and shoulders, 

When playing he isusually assigned to 
keep the wicket. With a cruteh under 
his shoulder he supports himself without 
apparent discomfort, and once he gets 
bis hands on the ball, is a sure catch. 
ile really remarkably agile in the 
duties of the position and stumps many 
a batsman by his speed. He is also a 
good scorer himself, 

Mr, Lunt has other claims in an ath- 
letic way. He recently finished second 
to the one-legged wheeling champion of

SEWAGE DISPOSAL 


Highest Medical Authorities Declare 
Absolute Necessity of Non Pollu- 
tion of Stream with Sewage. 


The resolution passed by 
Union ot Municipalities in session 
this week at Medicine Hat with re. 
apect to the disposal of sewage de 
claring that when the population of 
| the province became denser and when 
a large population would reside along 
the banks of the rivers would be time 
enough to enforce stringent regula- 
tions regarding the filtration and dia. 
of sewage before allowing it 


Alberta 


to be discharged into the river, has 
| raised a grave and important ques- 
tion. The union of the municipali- 


ties i, against the best authorities in 
Canada, the United States and the 
old land, 

This question occupied a prominent 
place on the program of the British 


Medical association that met in To- 
ronto last year and was discussed 
from every standpoint by such em- 


inent medical authorities as Dr A 
W. Hill, assistant director of health 
laboratories, Minneapoli Dr. H. D 
Holton, secretary Vermont state board 
of health, Dr, T. A. Starkey, 
sor of hygiene, MeGill university, Dr. 
P. H. Bryee, Toronto, Drs. Naismith 
and Groves, from Great Britain 

Dr, Holton stated that the great 
part of intestinal and kidney diseases 
prevalent today were attributable to 
the pollution of water by sewage. 

The observations of such an emin- 
ent Canadian authority as Dr. Starkey 
are significant and o timely warning 
to the ignorance of the laity on this 
vital question. Dr. Starkey is quot
